DAYLIGHT SAVING MINUTES. 



Narberth Still Has the Ordinance and 
the Minutes, Too. 



Down Niii'lii'i'tli way they passed an 
ordinance, bad; (luring the eiild, win- 
try months, providing for the estab- 
lishment of daylight saving in that 
brisk and progressive borough, begin- 
ning .March 2(i. 

It may be interesting to note that 
Narberth, along with New York, still 
has daylight saving as :i legally estab- 
lished proposition. 

But in Narberth they are not work- 
ing at it. 

It happens thuswise: During the sev- 
eral in out lis subsequent to the passage 
of an ordinance providing for daylight 
economizing, much water traipsed un- 
der the bridge. Folks discovered that 
a national daylight saving plan might 
work, hut that such enactments by 
purely local authorities presented all 
kinds of complications and difficulties. 

Among the Narberthites this became 
apparent, but late in the month of 
March. However, the borough fathers 
of Narberth bestirred themselves, call- 
ed a special meeting and an ordinance 
was introduced to repeal the daylight 
saving ordinance. Under the rules this 
measure had to be referred to a com- 
niitteo. It was done, the Councilmen 
tallied a bit longer about the high cost 
of war and went home.

DELIVERY SERVICE. 

Three carriers' routes have heen mapped out for Narberth, and if 
85'/c or more of the residents report to the Postmaster BEFORE June 
15th that they have provided a mail receptacle or cut a slot in the 
front door, the service will be established July 1.
